The present Communist regime in 
Czechoslovakia is doing this in order that the spirit of democracy 
might be completely blotted out of the minds and the hearts of 
people. For this reason we are trying to perpetuate Octobér 28th as 
a real symbol of democracy among Americans of Czechoslovak des- 
cent. We must keep the memory of that day alive. 


As a part of this plan we are preparing a special issue of the 
Czechoslovak Dailies, the New Yorksky Dennik and the New Yorske 
Listy to memorialize that day. 

We would appreciate it very much if you would participate in 
this plan with a short message which we would publish in this spe- 
cial issue, and which would be of inspiration to thousands of Amer- 
icans of Czechoslovak descent as well as to the people of Czechoslo- 
vakia.
